The  sources  of  funds  for  the  project  are  explained  below: 


1.  Regional  Removal  Allowance  and  Other  Extramural  Costs  Not  Funded  from 
the  Regional  Removal  Allowance 


Approximately  $3,000,000  will  be  contributed  from  the  Remedial  Program  (Remedial  Action  Funding)  and 
the  remainder  will  be  contributed  from  the  Emergency  Management  Program  extramural  funds. 


2.  CERCLA  Special  Account  - Northwest  Pipe  and  Casing/Hall  Processing  Company 


As  noted  in  EPA’s  Consolidated  Guidance  on  the  Establishment,  Management  and  Use  of  CERCLA 
Special  Accounts  (October  4,  2002),  CERCLA  Section  122(b)  special  accounts  are  not  subject  to  the  $2 
million  statutory  limit  set  by  section  104(c)(1)  of  CERCLA,  42  U.S.C.  § 9604(c)(1).  This  Action 
Memorandum  uses  the  exemption  of  section  104(c)(1)(C)  of  CERCLA,  42  U.S.C.  § 9604(c)(1)(C)  fora 

portion  of  funding. 


Section  104(c)(1)(C)  of  CERCLA,  42  U.S.C.  § 9604(c)(1)(C),  authorizes  an  exemption  to  the  cost  ceiling 
where  EPA  can  make  the  finding  that  continued  response  action  is  otherwise  appropriate  and  consistent 
with  the  remedial  action  to  be  taken.  In  support  of  this  exemption,  EPA  has  made  the  finding  (see 
Section  VI. A. 2,  above)  that  the  removal  action  activities  proposed  in  this  Action  Memorandum  are  integral 
to,  and  consistent  with  the  long-term  groundwater  treatment  remedy. 


Of  the  remaining  special  account  balance  (estimated  at  $274,033),  $240,000  will  be  used  to  fund 
additional  characterization,  the  permanent  abandonment  of  certain  groundwater  MWs  and  ancillary 
GCWs,  and  construction  of  one  or  more  new  groundwater  MWs. 


3.  Office  of  Superfund  Remediation  and  Technology  Innovation  (OSRTI) 
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OSRTI,  through  the  Regional  Remedial  Program,  is  contributing  approximately  $3,000,000  from  the 
Remedial  Program  to  the  proposed  removal  action.  This  funding  will  be  used  for  extramural  costs, 
including  payment  for  the  work  of  EPA  contractors  under  the  START  and  Emergency  and  Rapid 
Response  Services  (ERRS)  contracts.  Any  additional  expense  needed,  up  to  the  cost  estimate  ceiling, 

will  be  funded  by  the  Regional  Removal  Allowance.
